MOROCCAN PROBLEM.

The Position of France is Announced
in Paris Dispatch.

PARIS, Aug. 27—The position of
France with regard to Morocco as a
result of the defeat of the Sultan of
record, Abd El Aziz by his brother
Mulai Hafid, who has now been pro-
cliimed Sultan practically throughout
the empire, is substantially as fol-
lows:

Mulai Hafid’s victory and his proc-
lamation as Sultan at Tangier appar-
ently makes him the master of Mo-
rocco, However, to continue as
Sultan de facto he must levy taxes,
and to levy taxes he must maintain
an army with which to impress and
hold the fickle tribesmen, and to
maintain an army he must have mon-
ey. Money is his paramount neces-
sity; gold is the goal around which
the entire Moroccan problem  re-
volves. For gold Hafid must look to
Europe. Without it he cannot hope
to endure. It would be tactless and
rainous for the powers instantly to
throw themselves at the feet of Mulai
Hafid, and recognize him as the ruler
of Morocco, He must be shown that
the powers are necessary to him, and
that he 15 necessary to the powers.

OFFICER ON TRIAL.

SA NFRANCISCO, Aug. 27—The
court martial of Captain Solomon
Avery, Jr., has begun at the Presidio
in this city. Captain Avery is charg
ed with conduct unbecoming an offi-
cer and a gentleman in his conduct of
the affairs of the officers club, of
which he was secretary.

Testimoy has been given 1o the
effect that after Captain Avery re-
eigned as secretary of the club, the
secretary following him found out
standing debis to the amount of $1400
that Avery had failed to mention
when he resigned. Some of the debts,
it appeared from the testimony, have
been paid with notes signed by
Avery and his wife since his resigna

tion.
